REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention including a method of manufacturing a stator in a rotating electric machine with a 
spraying step for spraying a powder of an electrical insulation material on the slot peripheral wall 
of each slot to form an insulation coating and a cutting step wherein the holding grooves are 
formed in the insulation coating on the slot side walls so that a depth of each of the holding 
grooves is smaller than a thickness of the insulation coating, and the groove bottom wall and the 
pair of the groove side walls are formed in the insulation coating on the slot side walls. 

Claims 19-21, 24 and 25 are rejoined to the amended claim 13 for allowance because 
claim 13 is the allowed generic claim, per 37 CFR 1.141.
